THAT ALL TRAFFIC WILL ONE DAY COMF TO A STANDSTILL. 
OVERPOPULATION IS ANOTHER PROBLEM, IN THE LAST TWENTY-FIVF 
YEARS THE NUMBER OF TOURISTS ANNUALLY HAS INCREASFD FROM 
ONF HUNDRED THOUSAND TO TWO MILLION, TOURISTS ARF WFLCOMFD 
BY THF HAWAITANS BUT TOO MANY, IMPRESSED BY THF CLIMATE, 
PEOPLE AND BEAUTY, WANT TO RFTURN AND LIVF, BECAUSE MOST

ONLY ROYAL PALACE IN THF UNITED STATES, DATING FROM THE 
EARLY NINETEENTH CENTURY WHEN HAWAII WAS STILL A FFUDAL 
SOCIETY RULED BY A ROYAL FAMILY; AND ALSO KAWAIAHAO CHURCH 
BUILT IN 1842 BY CHRISTIAN MISSIONARIFS FROM THE UNITED 
STATES. MODERN GOVERNMENT BUILDINGS RFPRESENT HAWAII'S
